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DETAILED ACTION 

This action is in response to the appUcation filed on 7 October 2003 in which claim 1 is 
pending. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed pubhcation in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of appUcation for patent in the United States. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Weiss (U.S. Patent 
No. 4,972,488). 

Regarding claim 1, Weiss teaches an assembly for use with a hearing aid plug for 
insertion into the ear canal of a user, the assembly (20, 82, 200) having a sound port in a front 
surface of the plug facing towards the user's ear drum when so inserted, the assembly comprising 
a stem (64, 72, 84, 230) for being engaged with the sound port for mounting the assembly on the 
hearing aid, the stem being hollow and providing, when mounted on the hearing aid, a hearing 
aid second sound port (pathway through the assembly as shown in figures 4- 18b for example) 
disposed inwardly of a structure providing diversionary paths for fluid-like substances within the 
ear canal in directions past and spaced apart from the second sound port.
